tion controversy that has again 
started in Kingston. Within the 
past four weeks, -two local serv 
ice 
clubs, 
and 
various 
P-TA 
groups have asked the w ater 
board to fluoridate Kingston's 
w ater ‘as soon as possible.' ” 
“The proponents of fluorlda 
tion.” he said, “would like to do 
in Kingston what they have al­ 
ready accomplished in Newburgh 
and Poughkeepsie. They want to 
fluoridate our water without giv­ 
ing our people the chance to de­ 
cide for themselves whether or 
not they want it." 
Says R ights Violates! 
This, he held, “is not a ques­ 
tion of wasting a sizable amount 
of our tax dollars for some civic 
project that may or may not 
benefit 
the 
population. 
These 
gentlemen are fooling with our 
health, and we don’t intend to be 
guinea pigs. To force fluoridation 
on 
anyone violates 
the 
basic 
rights of freedom of choice. 
“When these people are asked 
to consider a referendum,” he 
held, 
“they 
emphatically 
say, 
‘No.’ They do not feel that the 
people of Kingston are technic­ 
ally qualified to vote on the is 
sue. We don’t want a referendum 
either, but there are two sep­ 
arate and distinct reasons why 
each of us are opposed to a ref­ 
erendum. They’re afraid of it, 
because they think they'll get 
beat. W e're opposed to it because 
we're sure they’ll get beat, and 
the whole thing will lie a waste 
•if the taxpayers’ dollar. But I’d 
like to repeat that we’re not 
afraid of giving the people a 
chance* to speak.”

and

Diefendorf Committee. 
The increased spending and the 
new formula appeared assured of 
eventual approval by the legisla­ 
ture. 
But 
the 
sales-tax 
plan, 
which is in a separate bill, was 
in trouble before the ink was dry, 
legislative sources reported. 
The 
plan 
would 
give 
each 
(school board within a county one 


vote in determining whether a 
one per cent retail sales tax fdr 
Schools should be imposed on a 
countywidb basis. A majority vote 
would authorize the tax. 
Thus, large city school systems 
could find themselves outvoted by 
a cluster (rf surrounding subur­ 
ban and 
rural school districts. 
Some cities already have sales 
♦axes and they are expected to 
protest strongly against the new 
plan.

The state pays 
the balance to reach the $389 In 
addition, the state provides extra 
money for various purposes to 
encourage districts to undertake 
special programs.

All districts would receive an 
increase of at least 5 per cent in 
state aid in the school year be­

President Kennedy is tile second chief 
executive in a row to have a regular science 
adviser. 
But educators in this field are be­ 
ginning to suggest that a President him­ 
self may one day profit greatly from a sci­ 
entific-engineering background. 
The theory, obvious enough in its general 
aspect, is that the impact of science and 
technology upon modern society is so tre­ 
mendous that some personal mastery of 
these subjects must underlie any real grasp 
of major social, economic and political prob­ 
lems. 
Developments in space, in nuclear fission, 
in electronics, in health research, have ef­ 
fects on the nation’s make-up far beyond 
those originally conceived and intended. 
Sometimes these are foreseen, but often 
they are not even dreamed of. 
To take an example in a field most of as 
do readily appreciate, engineers planning 
today’s highways can no longer think of 
them just as roads to carry vehicular traf­ 
fic. 
With their elaborate interchanges and 
their general breadth, they alter the urban 
setting so markedly that they produce im­ 
portant social and other changes. They dis­ 
place people, internipt old established city 
functions. They cause some zones to wither, 
others 
to flower suddenly and uncon­ 
trollably. 
.Science educators today are saying that 
scientific-engineering training is thus not 
enough, that we need a more kniwledgable 
breed who can calculate the wider Impact of 
an increasingly powerful technology and 
plan accordingly. 
From this it Is almost a logical progres­ 
sion to the nation that a man thas broadly 
trained may be valuable not only in the 
technical realm but as a teacher, a business­ 
man, an editor, and, finally, a president of 
the United States. 
One educator speculates that we may 
need a "conspicuous overproduction" of sci­ 
entists, engineers and technicians to pro­ 
vide an overflow into other endeavors which 
are constantly more deeply affected by 
progress in these specialized fields. 
Turn the matter around the other way 
and it makes perhaps even more sense that 
in this onrushing age our leadership should, 
more and more, have a technical grasp. 
An official of the National Academy of 
Sciences reminds us that we no longer sit 
back and wait for science and technology 
to hap|>en along with things to make life 
better and safer. 
Pressed by the intense cold war struggle, 
caught in the rising complexities of space 
exploration and thermonuclear missile (k*- 
fense, we have begun to drive science to 
serve national needs and objectives. If it is 
to be .sensibly harnessed to such aims, our 
leaders mast understand it in some good 
measure. 
The fuller their mastery, the more alert 
they may be to the unforeseen by-products 
of these narrowly oriented efforts. For in­ 
stance, many technical marvels related to 
our space achievements may have unre­ 
alized usefulness in other phases of modern 
life. These remain untapped. 
The day may come when a man s service 
at Cape Canaveral or Huntsville, Ala., may 
do as much for him politically as a war 
record does today.

Now that wa know that the Glenn Team con 
.Histed of at least 18,000 persons, scattered over 
the face of the Earth, we have some better un 
derstanding of the problems involved in astro­ 
nautic*. The entire* machine is a comple x of ays 
terns, 
involving 
enormous 
mathematical 
and 
physical knowledge and those who attend the 
various instruments must be trained to nerveless 
ness so that their personsl reactions do not pro­ 
duce instantaneous disaster. 
We know that the astronaut is not a robot who 
sits in a cage controlled by buttons. We have 
heard him at work; we have listened to evidences 
of intelligent direction of his enterprise and we 
can witness that he has engaged in intelligent 
articulate reporting of his work for permanent 
record. This was not a "push button" effort but 
rather the mobilization of intelligence and expert­ 
ness in many fields and the disciplining of the 
human will to a selfless goal. 
In a word, it is the mind and the spirit of man 
that still prevails and these enormous sccom 
plishments in new scientific fields, dramatic as 
they are, come down to the simplicity of an or 
ganizstion chart anil the selection of the person 
nel capable of split-second thinking and decisions 
that are based not on prejudice but on accurate 
scientific data. 
But there is Something more that has to be 
added — that is the spirit to serve, the subordi 
nation of oneself to the judgement of a team, the 
acceptance ol the expert, a willingness to over 
come private prejudices for the general good. 
In our aortal system, the reward for labor is 
money compensation. When that reward is un 
satisfactory, the laborer strikes. The astronaut 
receives a piddling monetary regard for his serv­ 
ices and knows when he enters upon such a ca­ 
reer that it is not money he is looking for; that 
his wife will not wear mink coats and that his 
children had better look about them for scholar­ 
ships. 
This Is going to make a tremendous change In 
the outlook of a generation whose hero got $245 
for the ride. Tho monetary compensation just 
does not count and those who stood at the vari­ 
ous machines were sweating It out for the anc­ 
ress of a rewardl'S.s enterprise. A few of their 
names and occupations come to tis but not one 
will get a rich movie or TV contract or will sell 
his life story. 'Phis was a selfless contribution to 
the country and to human knowledge. 
And that is important to emphasize liers use 
a tremendous social change is occurring in this 
land which cannot lie ignored. While we are still 
complaining in many quarters that the govern­ 
ment is impoverishing us by its brutal taxes, 
which is true, the young people of the country are 
mostly going in for public service, in the Army, 
Navy, Air Force, space, missiles, public health, 
nurstng and a hundred other public occu{rations. 
For years we objected to the employment of 
an enormous personnel by the government. But 
when we realize that the Glenn Team — one team 
— consisted of at least 18.000 persons, we have 
to adjust our thinking to the size of government 
employment as long as the government is en­ 
gaged in these enterprises. It must mean that the 
number of persons to he employed by the gov­ 
ernment will Increase and that they will lie more 
expert from year to year, 
The military' forces will require more scien­ 
tists of every type. Tile public has seen for itself 
how' the scientists worked on the Glenn Team. 
We saw a little of it but it does not require much 
imagination to realize how much scientific knowl­ 
edge has gone Into every phase of the astronautic 
endeavor. Ambitious boys and girls will be w ant­ 
ing to enter such service not for the money re­ 
turn that It will bring but because it opens the 
door for Increased study and for greater experi­ 
ence In many fields, the best equipped labor­ 
atories will be government operated or attached 
to private enterprise companies almost exclusive­ 
ly engaged In government contracts. 
Also, a new type of business firm that becomes 
important in this effort Is an altogether different 
complex of productivity. As their names came 
over the air, they rang no familiar note. They 
are acientiflc firms and the men who manage 
them are scientists rather than salesmen. Their 
principal customer is the government. It takes 
them a year or two to produce a single item and 
then they are not sure that it will work. Ifs a 
new world.

MEANS COMMITTEE held 13 
w'eeks of hearings on these con­

proposals 
and 
finally

up with 
a compromise 
sponsored by 
Sen. 
Rotiert 
S. 
Kerr, D-Okla.. and Rep. Wilbur 
D. Mills. D-Ark. Congress broad­ 
ened the Eisenhower proposal 
to include people who had some 
income, I Hit not enough to cover 
heavy medical expenses.

New ‘Court - Packing’ Seen 
In Naming All Democrats

WASHINGTON — President 
Kennedy has asked the Ameri 
can people to believe that, in 
nominating eighty-two new’ Fed 
eral judges, he couldn’t find in 
the entire United States a single 
Republican lawyer who, in his 
judgment, was qualified to be on 
the list. By reason of legislation 
last year creating seventy-three 
additional 
judgeship® and be 
cause of some existing vacancies 
Mr. 
Kennedy will soon 
have 
filled nearly one-third of the 
entire Federal bench— more ap­ 
pointments than any President 
heretofore has had an oppor 
tunity to make in a single term 
The .display of partisanship 
was the result of a recommen 
dation by the President’s broth­ 
er, Attorney General Robert F. 
Kennedy, who managed the last 
Presidential campaign and who, 
it now is being charged, award 
ed the judgeships on the basis of 
political considerations. 
A n o t h e r Democratic party 
leader, the late President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt, sought in 1937 
to have the Supreme Court en­ 
larged from nine to fifteen jus 
tices because, as he told the 
American people, some of th* 
justices on the court at that 
time held views that didn’t go 
along with his. He wanted a ma­ 
jority that would outvote those 
with whom he disagreed. The 
s c h e m e 
became 
know n 
as 
court-packing," 
and was de­ 
feated in Congress. 
"Court-packing" 
now’, 
how­ 
ever. is back in vogue on a large 
scale. 
It is embarrassing for 
some Senators to oppose a parti 
san list of judges, because many 
of the nominations are mack* to 
curry favor with Senators who 
want friends or political asso­ 
ciates nam*xl to the bench. See- 
enty Kennedy appointees have 
been confirmed already by the 
Senate, and probably the others 
will be accepted as a m atter o f 
routine. 
The fact that the Re­ 
publicans have done this in the 
past does not justify it. Tw-o 
wrongs do not make a right, 
Report Made Public 
It is significant that Bernard 
G. Segal, chairman (rf the Feder­ 
al judiciary committee of the 
American Bar Association, has 
just made public a report filed 
with the Attorney General con­ 
demning the process by which 82 
Democrats were selected for the 
Federal bench. 
Adding to these 
the three recess appointments of 
the 
pree»*ding 
Administration, 
the qualifications of a total of 85 
nominees were analyzed. 
The 
American Bar Association com­ 
mittee designated seven as "not 
qualified." 
Only 14 were desig­ 
nated 
as 
“exceptionally 
well 
qualified," and 41 were listed as 
"well qualified," while 23 were 
referred to as "qualified." 
The 
distinction between these classi­ 
fications is one that is difficult 
to define, but apparently even 
mediocre nominees are frequent­ 
ly called "qualified." 
Certainly the country is not 
getting the best qualified men or 


women 
to 
serve 
as 
Federal 
judges. 
The big question is whether 
politically chosen judges will feel 
obligated to construe the law in 
ways that will carry out the poli­ 
cies of the Democratic adminis­ 
tration. In these days of "gov­ 
ernment by executive order," the 
politically minded appointee can 
play politics on the bench. He 
may have been a good 
lawyer 
in private practice, but does this 
necessarily mean he will make 
an impartial judge? 
In answer to criticism, Depart­ 
ment of Justice officials are say­ 
ing that they are merely doing 
what the Republican Adminis­ 
trations did in the past—appoint­ 
ing more judges from their own 
party. But Republicans declare 
that the Federal judiciary was 
unbalanced, politically speaking 
during the Democratic party’s 
occupancy of the White House 
from 1933 to 1953, and that 
President Eisenhower, by his ap­ 
pointments. was able to bring 
about for the first time in many 
years an equal division on the 
bench between the two political 
parties. In other words, as Mr. 
Eisenhower filled vacancies with 
Republicans, 
he overcame the 
Democratic 
party 
advantage. 
Since an equal number of Re­ 
publicans and Democrats was 
finally obtained in 1960, the ar­ 
gument is being made by Repub­ 
lican leaders that President Ken­ 
nedy should have preserved the 
equal status instead of disturb­ 
ing the balance once more. 
I Republicans Named 
I Besides the 82 Democrats nom­ 
inated for the Federal bench and 
mentioned in the report of the 
American Bar Association, Mr. 
Kennedy named seven additional 
Democrats and one Liberal party 
member. Two Republicans al­ 
ready serving on the bench under 
recess appointments given them 
by the preceding Administration 
were re-appointed. So to date 
only two out of the total of 92 
appointments 
are 
Republicans. 
By way of consolation. Depart­ 
ment of Justice officials are say­ 
ing that there will be "some" Re- 
publicans named in the next 
batch of 43 appointments. But 
nobody is saying how much is 
"some." 
Why should any judge ever be 
appointed by the political process 
of 
recommendation 
by 
party 
brethren in Congress and by 
local politicians? Does this make 
for a judicial system of the high­ 
est integrity? Mr. Segal, of th# 
American Bar Association com­ 
mittee, says wistfully in his re­ 
port: 
We continue to strive- and we 
continue to hope intermediately 
for bipartisanship, eventually for 
tile ideal of nonpartisanship." 
One wonders why in thee# 
days, when the errors and un­ 
moral behavior of businesses or 
of some corporations or of pri­ 
vate citizens become the subject 
of 
Congressional 
investigation, 
there is no uproar at all about 
the unmorality that envelop* th# 
scandalous method of selecting 
Federal judges in America.

Boilershop Operators 
Appeal to Our Greed

As an investment advisor, I’m 
asked all too often to give my 
opinion of a stock which has 
been peddled by a “boilershop” 
salesman. 
In Street terminology, boiler- 
shops are outfit* which push 
securities by means of very high 
pressure telephone salesmanship. 
Their method of operation is 
shrewdly 
planned 
and 
has 
changed! little in the nearly 40 
years I’ve spent in this business. 
Initially, the prospect may be 
softened up with appealing lit­ 
erature, the purpose of which is 
to plant the name of a stock 
in his mind. Shortly afterwards, 
he gets a phone call—often long 
distance — from an unknow-n 
salesman who guarantees quick, 
exciting profits if he will hurry 
and buy some shares before 
they’re all gone. 
Viewed at arm’s length, this 
fast-talking 
technique 
is 
ob­ 
viously meant to deceive. Its 
main appeal is to greed—which 
is a very common trait in ail of 
us. 
Personally, I wouldn’t touch 
one of these propositions under 
any» circumstances. 
An 
oral 
guarantee that 
a 
stock will 


double or triple in a few weeks 
is worthless and is clearly ridic­ 
ulous. You have to be very firm 
with the boilershop salesman 
and have to resist a lot of pres­ 
sure. It isn’t always easy. How- 
ever. if you tell the man you 
aren't interested unless he puts 
his offer in writing, I doubt that 
you’ll ever be bothered by him 
again. 
Good stock-brokers and re­ 
sponsible investment advisors go 
to great lengths to build and 
maintain their reputations for 
fairness and honesty. They w'on’t 
make any iron-clad guarantees 
regarding a stock’s performance 
simply because they realize that 
there is absolutely nothing like 
a sure thing in the stock market. 
Furthermore, 
don't 
assume* 
that only novice investors are 
tripped up by boilershop meth­ 
ods. One of my earliest exper­ 
iences was with the president 
of a large eastern bank who had 
bought 10,000 shares of a “hot" 
but worthless copper mine over 
the telephone and then wanted 
to know how to get his money 
back. In case you’re interested, 
he didn’t.

Proposal Would 
End Controversy 
Of Land Groups 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP (-The Leg­ 
islature received today a plan de­ 
signed to allocate the state's vast 
forest preserve to specific uses 
and end controversy between wil­ 
derness ant. recreational factions. 
The plan, contained in a pro­ 
posed constitutional amendment, 
would: 
1. Classify 30 per cent of the 
21,* million acres of preserve as 
“remote and suitable for wilder­ 
ness uses,” 
such as foot and 
horse trails, and primitive open 
shelters. 
2. Designate IO per cent of the 
preserve, bordering on or near 
main roads, for outdoor recrea­ 
tion purposes. Mechanical amuse­ 
ment deices would be prohibited. 
3. Classify the remaining 60 per 
cent in the Adirondaeks and Cats­ 
kills. for “in between uses, prin­ 
cipally for the individual rather 
than for the crowd, such as hunt­ 
ing and fishing.”
